Upon reviewing the above-identified patent, Patentee noted typographical 
errors which should be corrected. 

In the Specification: 

Column 3, line 49, "precursor are may" should read —precursor may—; 
Column 4, line 67, "silison-on" should read — silicon-on— ; 

Column 5, line 9, "deposition a" should read —deposition of a—; 
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In the Claims: 

Column 9, line 32, "based" should read —group--; 
Column 11, line 9, "claim 28" should read -claim 27-; 

Column 11, line 18, "wherein platinum" should read —wherein said 
platinum—; 

Column 11, line 51, "is preferably of" should read -is—. 

The errors in regard to Col. 3, line 49, Col. 4, line 67 and Col. 5, line 9, e.g., in 
the specification, were in the application as-filed by Patentee. The errors sought to be 
corrected are minor grammatical and spelling errors which do not affect the scope or 
meaning of the Patent, and do not involve new matter or require reexamination. 

The errors in regard to the claims portion, specifically, Col. 9, line 32 and Col. 
11, lines 9, 18 and 51, were not in the application as-filed or amended by the Patentee. 
These errors now sought to be corrected, are inadvertent typographical errors by the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, the correction of which does not involve new matter 
or'require reexamination. 

Col. 9, line 32, was amended by an Examiner's amendment dated April 22, 
2004, to read "wherein said platinum group metal is Pt." The issued Patent now 
incorrectly reads "wherein said platinum based metal is Pt." 
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Col. 11, line 9, was incorrectly renumbered by the USPTO. Claim 31 in the 
issued patent is originally claim 55. Claim 55, as originally filed, recited "[t]he method 
according to claim 21." Originally filed claim 21 is now claim 18 in the issued patent. 
The issued Patent now incorrectly reads "[t]he method according to claim 28/' and 
should read "[t]he method according to claim 18." 

Col. 11, line 18, was amended by an Examiner's amendment dated April 22, 
2004, to read "wherein said platinum." The issued Patent now incorrectly reads 
"wherein platinum." 

Col. 11, line 51, was amended by an Examiner's amendment dated April 22, 
2004, to read "wherein said predetermined time is about 75 seconds to about 150 
seconds." The issued Patent now incorrectly reads "wherein said predetermined time 
is preferably of about 75 seconds to about 150 seconds."
